DUBLIN, WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 1. 
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France has adopted, apparently, another “idea,” or, 
rather, revives an old one. The better to propagate 
liberty, equality, and confraternity, France seized 
Savoy and Nice in 1792, and kept them until 1814. 
Now, if we may judge from indications of opinion 
which appear in Continental journals, France desires 
to bless Savoy and Nice with her own despotism. If 
Victor Emmanuel must have Central Italy, he will 
have to pay for it by sacrificing the ancient cradle of 
his race, and the seene of his ancestral glories. The 
arguments used by the French are plausible enough. 
So powerful a kingdom as Sardinia would become 
by the addition of Central Italy would be dangerous 
on the exposed frontier of France. It cannot be 
expected that Sardinia should reap all the benefits, 
and France all the blows, of the late war. Savoy at 
present is a province scooped out of France, and natu- 
rally belongs to it. The acquisition of Savoy and 
Nice would satisfy French desires, for the soldiers 
complain that, by the loss of 50,000 men, France 
gained nothing but glory, and they would wish to 
have some permanent memento ef cenquest in the 
shape of territory. These are the arguments used by 
Continental journals, and, doubtless, they are satisfac- 
tory to Frenchmen. 

But the Rhenish Provinces of Prussia also 
spoil the symmetry of French geography, and the 
frontier is exposed on that side also. Again, Sar- 
dinia, even with all her anticipated annexations, 
will reckon but 16,000,000 of inhabitants, who cer- 
tainly will never be able to attack the 36,000,000 of 
France. The towers erected on the passes of the 
Alps shew by their position whence danger was ap- 
prehended, as it takes three days to march from 
the French frontier to the crest of the Alps, and 
but six hours from thence to reach the plains of 
Piedmont. It is quite clear that with Savoy France 
would always possess the keys of the Sardinian 
dominion. A weak State should ever be protected 
against its stronger neighbour, and for her security 
Sardinia should be defended against France by the 
intervention of the mountain region of Savoy. 
Besides, if France acquire Savoy, she pushes a 
wedge into the side of the Swiss confederation; and 
crushes them upon two sides, while Austria presses 
upon another. The independence of Switzerland 
would not be worth a year's purchase if this an- 
nexation took place. 

It is certain that France originally took the field 
for some object more tangible than an idea. At first 
Tuscany was expected to beeome the appanage of 
Prince Napoleon, and form the portion of King 
Victor's unwilling daughter. This enforced mar- 
riage was completed to give Prince Napoleon a claim 
to territory as an Italian Prince. That scheme was 
frustrated, firstly, by the unexpected abrogation of 
the authority of the Grand Duke, and, secondly, by 
the sulinness of Prince Napoleon himself. Next 
the Legations, with the probability of Venetia, were 
to form a French Principality. “or this the Lega- 
tions were encouraged to rise, but they, like all other 
Italians, suddenly voted for annexation to Piedmont. 
An appanage must be procured in some quarter, 
and where so well as on the immediate frontier of 
Piedmont ? 

But four of the great Powers guarantee the neu- 
trality of Savoy, as well as of Switzerland. Although 
the Papal question can be readily settled without a 
Congress, the annexation of Savoy to France cannot. 
Here is another breach prepared for the treaties of 
1815, in itself sufficient to agitate the peace of 
Europe. Where is the statesman able to unravel the 
complication ? 

Meanwhile, Italy expects that all will be decided 
by the sword. Naples, in spite of threatened insur- 
rection at home, is preparing an inerease to her 
army for foreign service. Austria dismisses her 
picked men at Trieste, where Papal agents imme- 
diately don them with the Pope’s uniform, and de- 
epatch them to the Papal frontier. Sardinian threat- 
ens to aid the Romagna, if a single Austrian soldier 
appears in the Legations, while France sends a bold 
and experienced soldier to take command of the 
50,000 French troops who keep watch and ward in 
Lombardy. The moment the French troops are 
withdrawn from Rome, that moment the period of 
diplomacy is passed. Then, whilePrance, stationed | 
in Lombardy, masks the Austrian fortresses of 
Mantua and Verona, and blocks up the path for 
Ferdinand’s legions, Italy can speak and act for 
herself. The issue cannot be doubtful, and if Sar- 
dinia, with her Italian allies, win the Duchies and 
Legatiens by force of arma, there will be no reason 
why she should sacrifice Savoy as their price.

The Times thus writes on the last honours paid to 
Lord Macaulay : --- 


Westminster Abbey was yesterday the witness of a 
solemnity which has an interest not only for English- 
men, but for every community among which our lan- 
guage is spoken. The most powerful, popular, and ver- 
satile writer of our time was borne to the grave with all 
the honours which it is in the power of friends and ad- 
mirers to bestow. Genius and rank and official dignity 
met to pay the last sorrowful tribute to.one whose name 
has added new lustre to the country he so proudly loved. 
In the old Abbey, which has for centuries been asso- 
ciated with all that is great and noble in our history, 
among the remains of men widely diverse in genius and 
character, but whose various greatness his large mind 
enabled him to appreciate, Lord Macaulay now sleeps. No 
more fitting honour could have been paid to the 
illustrious dead than to lay his bones among those 
whose history he has recounted, and whose characters 
he has so happily sketched. No honour can we conceive 
more in accordance with what we know of his own 
feelings. Addison, at the foot of whose monument 
Lord Macaulay lies, moralised in his time onthe Abbey 
in that eloquent and touching language which is known 
wherever the English language is read. It was with a 
peculiar fitness that he was in his turn laid in the spot 
which he had helped te consecrate with his genius. So 
with Macaulay. In his writings he repeatedly alludes 
to the great burial-place of Englishmen, in terms which 
show how much his feelings and fancy were moved by 
this kind of national canonisation. On Monday those 
whose praise he valued assembled to pay to him that 
tribute which he looked upon as the last and highest 
crown of fame. 

The funeral of Monday was, perhaps, a mure 
touching ceremony than if the decease had taken place 
during the session of Parliament, and a public interment 
had been proposed and resolved on by the Legislature. 
It is more consistent with those habits of reserve 
which are natural to Englishmen that public funerals 
should take place only on rare occasions, such as the 
death of a Sovereign or of some very eminent citizen, 
like Pitt, or Nelson, or Wellington. Lord Macanlay 
was, indeed, a public man—that is, he had held high 
office in the State, and had taken his seat in the Cabi- 
net ; but it is asa man of letters that he will be chiefly 
remembered ; and this being the case, the spontaneous 
honours paid by these of kindred pursuits are more 
fitting than any formal attendance of the two Houses, 
or any insertion of the funeral expenditure in the 
“ Estimates.” Lord Macaulay’s pall was, however, 
borne by the Lord Chancellor and the Speaker 
of the House of Commons, who may be looked upon as 
representing the two assemblies over which they pre- 
side. Otherwise the funeral was in all respects a private 
one, attended by a number of men of eminence who 
admired the genius and held the principles of the de- 
ceased. And gratifying is it that honour can be so 
quietly and yet so grandly paid in this country. The 
funeral procession was plain almost to meagreness—a 
hearre, three or four mourning coaches, and then the 
empty carriages of those who wished to show respect 
after the singular fashion which usage has consecrated. 
None of the pomp of sorrow which we are accustomed 
to associate with the interments of great men was to be 
observed on Monday. Lord Macaulay was borne to his 
resting-place like a private citizen, and like private 
citizens his friends and admirers received his remains, 
to be laid in the earth amid their heartfelt sorrow. 

Sorrow they needs musf, both for the sake of the de- 
parted and of his country. How much has been lost by 
the premature death of this gifted man we can never 
know. It is as if a unique museum or library of precious 
and uncopied manuscripts had been suddenly des- 
troyed. Lord Macaulay has given us in his history the 
narrative of the Revolution and the Reign of William 
III. How complete, how graphicthey are, we ail know; 
and yet there is reason to believe that the author had 
hardly arrived at the period which he had principally 
studied, and which he would have treated with the most 
consummate ability. If he had been spared to write the 
wars of Marlborough, the Accession of the House of 


Hanover, and the administration of Walpole; 
to criticise the literature of Queen Anne’s 
time, and sketch the rise and progress of colonial 


America, we might have possessed pictures even 
more striking than those which represent the fall of 
James and the struggles between William and the 
French King. All the accumulated materials of so 
many years have perished, for they were preserved, 
as they only could be, in the brain of the historian. 
The lore of a Macaulay resembles in nothing the 
“ notes” of an average writer, for it consists not in 
mere isolated facts, but in analogies, parallels, and in- 
ductions, which no one can develope but he who 
has originated them. The loss is not England’s alone. 
It is a chief glory of the deceased that his principal 
work was as much read, and, perhaps, more studied, 
abroad than athome. We in this country, though the 
volumes told us much that was new, yet: had pre- 
viously a pretty clear notion of our Revolution and 
the spirit in which it was carried out; but for 
the first minds on the Continent it was little short of a 
revelation. The two volumes which recount the errors 
and the fall of James appeared at a time when Europe 
had been just convulsed by revolution, and a short 
period of anarchy was about to be succeeded by a des- 
potism more heayy and unsparing than ever. Those 
who had been accustomed for years to find in the “ Left ” 
of Lonis Philippe’s Chamber the only true exponents 
of liberal principles, and in the “ sacred right of insur- 
rection” the best means of redressing political grie- 
vances, were astonished and charmed with the 
history of a revolution effected without carnage 
or proscription, according to forms handed down 
for centuries, and by men who never forfeited for an 
hour the right to be called in the truest sense Conserva- 
tive. These volumes of Lord Macaulay have been 
described by a German writer as a text-book for the 
students of liberty, and the praise is well deserved. No 
work of our own time has had so great an effect on 
other nations, has so much brought home to the imagi- 
nation of our neighbours the moral greatness of England, 
has done more to discredit the teachings of visionaries 
and revolutionists. The history of this country is be-

first, it is satisfactory to remark the uniform triumph of 
good sense and moderation in the States, a result which 
must be attributable to the moderating influence of that 
full information on public affairs which is diffused 
throughout the Republic by the universal agency of its 
newspapers. The American journals, from which in 
times of excitement it is so easy for us to extract viru- 
lent and exasperating passages, convey every day, to 
the homes of the Union, some facts which remind the 
two nations of those common interests, both moral and 
material, which distinguish them from the rest of the 
world, and unite them in close bonds of sympathy; 
and it is by facts that the Anglo-Saxon everywhere is 
governed. 

Mr. Buchanan's reference to the other foreign rela- 
tions of the United States might have been borrowed 
fromthe Message of last year with the least possible 
modification. There is peace with the great empires and 
kingdoms oí the world, and there are quarrels only with 
states which incommode the flight of the Ameriean 
eagle. Mexico, and Spain as the owner of Cuba, are 
again to Congress designated as bad neighbours, the for- 
mer behaving soill that the President, not in the least 
mollified by the great advantage he has obtained from 
Juarez in the recent treaty, asks the representatives of 
the people for authority to levy war upon it. The argu- 
ments in favour of such acourse are very strong.. The 
republic of the United States already suffers the disadvan- 
tages of war in the persons of her citizens, who are robbed, 
imprisoned, murdered, by a mob of generals, governors, 
and mayors, for whom nobody can answer, and who set all 
international law at defiance. “ We have been nominally 
at peace, but we might as well have been at war.” Mr. 
Buchanan thinks that it would be as well to get something 
out of this chaos and disorder, and asks liberty to employ 
millitary force for the purpose of obtaning “ indemnity 
for the past and security for the future’—a phrase of 
terrible elasticity. The Governmentof the United 
States isso clearly master of the position that it may 
with ease extend its frontier in a south-westerly direction, 
or make reprisals on the coast or in the interior of 
Mexico; while the rest of the world would have little 
to do but wonder at the infatuation of the Mexicans, 
who done all in their power to invite a hostile visita- 
tion. 

The old Spanish dispute figures as a stock piece in the 
Message. The relations of the Republic with Spain 
have not improved. We in England know that the 
Court of Madrid does not fritter away its ready money 
in paying old debts. At Washington they make the 
same complaint. ‘The American, like the English bill, 
is made out, and the debt is admitted ; but it is not paid. 
Spain,there is reason to believe, is not viciously dishonest. 
She has no objection to settle, except the common one 
of debtors---that she wants to spend the money in ano- 
ther way. We know that fighting is a very expensive 
amusement, and Spain is just in the midst of the Moroc- 
can war. But with respect to the American debt there 
may be also a special reason for reluctance to pay up 
They know at Madrid what is the limit of England’s 
demands, but they have no assurance that when the 
Washington bill is discharged the worry will cease. On 
the contrary, they know very well that as long as they 
hold Cuba the account with the United States will never 
be balanced. Every year the American President makes 
the Spanish occupation of Cuba a grievance, a con- 
stant source of injury and annoyance to the American 
people. Again and again the Spanish Government has 
been pressed to sell the island. More, the threat has 
been lield ont that the United States Government may 
» be compelled to take possession of Cuba under the im- 
perative and overruiing law of self-preservatien. “ Our 
relations with Spain, which ought to be of the most 
friendly character, must always be placed in jeopardy 
whilst the existing colonial government over the island 
shall remain in its present constitution.” Wtthout 
dwelling on the bearings of the American proposition, 
we must say that a defaulting State never had less en- 
couragement than Spain to come to a settlement with 
its creditor, This Cuban question is, however, a very 
old one, 4nd as it has figured in the Messages of many 
Presidents, so it is likely to afford athemeor Mr. Bu- 
chanan’ssUCCessors. 

The Globe on the objections to the mode of Paying 
off Seamen in the Royal Navy :--- 

The case of the Princess Royal affords a striking 
illustration of the necessity of a reconstruction of the 
Old rules of the service,and of the redtapeism of So- 
merset House officials, in the forms required to be gone 
through prior to the paying off ofher Majesty’s ships. 
To understand the points at issue it is necessary to state 
that on a ship of war arriving at any port to be paid off, 
the rules of the service require the officers and crew to 
dismantle the ship, and return the stores into the 
arsenal. During this process no leave of absence is 
granted except on Sundays, although the ship may be 
dismantled and the stores returned days before the pay 
lists arrive from Somerset House. Now, ifwe turn to 
the rules of the Merchant Service, and to the law, it will 
be found the practice is,’ that, :o soon as the ship is 
safely moored in dock, the crew are discharged and 
paid in the course of three days, the dismantling and 
returning stores being left to the supervision of the 
officers in charge, and the work performed by dockyard 
labourers. The reason is obvious, experience having 
taught shipowners that, after a long confinement on 
board ship, sailors are naturally anxious to shakea 
loose leg on shore, and enjoy themselves as long as 
their money lasts, and then they are equally anxious 
to go tosea again. 

A like observance of common sense and common jus- 
tice should be apparent in what are termed the rules of 
the service, and it would be a great saving if the custom 
and rule of the Naval Service were to allow the seamen 
to claim their discharge from the day the ship is safely 
moored at the dock-yard jetty, leaving the ship to be 
dismantled and stores returned by the officers in charge 
and the dock-yard riggers. With regard to the pay- 
ment of the crew, surely every purser must have his 
accounts posted up in duplicate on the day of arrival, 
and instead of sending the books to Somerset House, an 
official might, with the facilities afforded by railways, be 
sent down to Portsmouth or Plymouth to do the work 
ofauditing on the spot. Instead of this, we adhere still 
to an old custom, keeping some 800 men in pay against 
their own desire for perhaps a fortnight, and creating a 
feeling against the service, while by pursuing a more ra- 
tional and business-like system, the public money would 
be econontised at least 50 per cent. It is also much to 
be regretted that our naval officers are censured for 
errors of judgment when the system and regulations of 
the service are to blame. It will bein the remembrance of 
our readers that a similar spirit of dissatisfaction occurred 
at Plymouth last year in a ship commanded by ns ce 
Preedy. The ship was under sailing orders, and, ac- 
eording to the rules oí the service, no leave could be 
granted, but the ship remained at anchor, idle, and 
Jack Tar thought this wds humbug. Here, again, 
if the ship had been sent on a cruise forthwith, the 
sailors would have understood the rationale of the pro- 
ceediag. The truth is, our shipsof war are kept too 
much in harbour, under old fussy Admirals, who fancy 
that any sensible improvements are tantamount to con- 
signing what they call “the service” to the devil.

Satirical people\say that Thouvenel was summoned 
from Constantingple, as a diplomatist skilled in deal- 
ing with impracticable effendis, viziers, eunuchs, and 
dervishes, the Emperor having found Antonelli and 
Co. otherwise unmanageable. The affair of Perugia is 
laid at the door, not of Pio Nono, but of his Visier, 
and the same distinctionis drawn as to the article in the 
Roman journal by the Paris Government papers. Les 
Debats refuses to accept this divided responsibility. It 
is scarcely credible that the expenditure in listing men 
at Vienna (of which Cardinal Savelli boldly complained) 
could be the mere act of Antonelli, and to carry fire 
and sword into Romagnais a plan which must have 
met the sanction of his Holiness, however hopeless the 
attempt. Piedmont is about to. protest against this 
wholesale influx of Austrians into Ancona, and France 
having put a formal ban against foreign meddling, the 
game cannot go. Kicked out by the doorway, Austria 
secks entrance by the window, but Piedmont’s protest 
is backed by France. 

Baron Bruck, as a desperate remedy to stave off 
bankruptcy at Vienna, has procured statistics of all the 
crown lands throughout the Austrian empire, with a 
view to sell the whole for what it will fetch. ‘This is 
easier said than done. From al! parts of this frag- 
mentary and tesselated sovereignty remonstrances and 
claims are sent impugning the right of sale, some on 
public, some on private, grounds. It is supposed that, 
as a last resource, he will be driven to fall back on the 
immense church lands, but as he is a Protestant he must 
leave this remedy to be applied by a more orthodox 
practitioner. It is certain that no appeal to the 
patriotism of the clerical order during the late war 
could open that strong box, doubly locked by a 
“Chubb’s patent” in the late Concordat. Spain is 
new waging war in Africa mainly by the proceeds of 
the mortmain property all over that peninsula. Should 
hostilities in Coutral Italy break out next spring, as 
Garibaldi forcibly inculeates every day, as the Romag- 
nols are held t» bc ss bad or even worse, than the Moors, 
such a “ holy war ” would justify an appropriation of 
monastic and capitular, as well as episcopal, funds in 
the Holy Roman Empire.

THE WAR IN MOROCCO. 

The following is the official despatch of the battle of 
Castillejos, sent by the Spanish Coimmander-in-Chief to 
the Spanish Government :— — 

“Camp of Los Castillejos, Jan. 1,7, p.m. 

“ At 7 o'clock this morning 1 mounted on horseback, 
and have not left the saddle till 7 this evening. “The 
enemy obstinately opposed our movement-—without, 
however, being able to prevent it. General Prim ad- 
vanced beyoud the limit I had traced for him, and he 
took positions where his division encamped. 

“ In addition to his division, eight battalions only of 
the 2d division took part in the combat. The Ilussars 
gave brilliant proofs of courage ; one of their charges 
was heroic ; they penetrated into the enemy’s camp, 
carrying off a cavairy standard. I look upon this feat 
of arms as the most important which has yet taken

place, asthe enemy sho obstinate resistance. We 
are eneamped on the ions we have taken. The 
troops fought bravely. Generals Zabala, Prim, and 
O’Donnell especially distinguished themselves, I can- 
not give an exact return of our loss ; I estimate it at 
400 to 600 men; that of the enemy at 1,500. ‘Theirloss 
was very considerable, owing tothe determined attempts 
they made to retake and maintain their positions. Ac- 
cording to the statement of prisoners the enemy’s force 
under Muley-Abbas is from 40,000 to 50,000 strong. I 
think this is exaggerated.”

The first week of the new year has not been so pros- 
perous for the shopkeepers of Paris and the small 
vendors of new year’s presents as was expected. I am 
told that many of the owners of the booths erected on 
the boulevards have not cleared their expenses, and, 
judging from the great quantity of goods remaining on 
hand unsold, the disappointment of these poor people 
must be very great. In fact, the year 1860 does not 
appear to realise, as rapidly as was expected, the 
promises of security and of general confidence, founded 
on the meeting of a Congress which it was expected 
would have put an end to the existing political crisis. 
The new year opens with hopes, if not disappointed, at 
jeagt adjourned, and trade, consequently, advances with 
hesitation, merchants and speculators waiting until some 
fortunate event shall afford them a_ guarantee against 
further disappointment. “Nobody will deny that the 


year 1859 was one of the most unfavourable for com- |. 


mercial speculations; unfortunately, however, the 
French merchants have traversed those twelve long 
months, so fertile in panies and in dangers, without any 
serious pecuniary losses. Had it not been for their ex- 
treme circumspection, it is probable that numerous 
tnilures would have been declared at the end of the 
year. It is true that much time has been lost, and that 
the profits counted on by many, to compensate for 
previous disappointinents, have not been releed. The 
best consolation which remains to them is, that if there 
has been little good acquired there has been much evil 
avoided. French merchants find themselves at the 
beginning of the year free from any engagements, and, 
consequently, without embarrassment. Early as it is in 
new year, the accounts from the manufacturing 

districts are not unfavourable.—Paris Correspondent of 
the Times 

Tau Isrnwus or Surz.—A Paris letter in the Jndepen- 
dance of Brussels says :—‘* In consequence of an under- 
standing come to between France and England, the diffi- 
culties relative to the Isthmus of Sucg are now robably 
removed. Also, in order to be agreeable to gland, 
the French Government has sent orders to its fleet at 
Algesiras, the presence of which at that place caused a 
certain degree of dissatisfaction to England, to return to 
Toulon. ‘This fact will be made efficiently known in the 
course of a few days. In return for this (riendly feeling 
on the part of France, the number of English vessels at 
Algesiras and Gibraltar is to be reduced nearly one-half ; 
the vessels reduced are not, however, to return to Eng- 
land, tutto go to Malta for the rest of the winter.

He sent a 
circular, together with a proof sheet, to every one of 
them, politely stating that any lady who might wish 
her name not to appear in his book must be good cnough 
to remit him the sum of 15f. ‘The following specimens 
of the biography were read in court:—* Madame A— 
lives Rue —, No. —, first floor; married in 1844, three 
children; pays badly; feet very difficult to fit, instep too 
flat, two corns and three bunions; waiks awkwardly, and 
wears her shoes out in the inside very fast. Madame 
B—, Rue—, No. —, two pair back; still an old maid; 
borrows children to take with her into the Tuileries 
Garden; pays her bills, but makes a hard bargain; feet 
spreading, toes crowding one over the other; two corns 
anda bunion. Madame B—, Rue —, No. —, fifth floor; 
formerly kept a cookshop ; hus two sons, privates in the 
ariny of Africa ; two unmarried daughters ; gives her 
children nothing, and never pays until served with a 
writ ; feet flat, large and fatty, and very apt to burst the 
leathers ; a great many corns and bunions all mixed up 
together.” Several of the ladies applied to were weak 
enough to pay the 15f., but others complained to the 
police, and the literary shoemaker has been condemneid, 
for escroquerie, to a month’s imprisonment—assuredly 
a lighter sentence than he deserves.—Letter from Paris

Mr. Martin (Trinity Ward) did not object te the 
of the report, inasmuch as Mr, Neville had advised them to 
take no active measures for the construction of these sewers 
until they had some experience of the Lendon ones.

THE BALDOYLE TFNANTRY. 

Mr. Farquhar next read the portion of a report from Com- 
mittee No. 3, for confirmation, relating to a proposed redac- 
tion of rent to certain tenants on the Baldoyle estate. The 
majority of the committee recommended certain specified 
reductions. 

Spring season was fast setting in, and the tenants would 
require, before they incurred the expenses necessary for tillin 
their holdings, to bos what courae the Corporation intend 
to adopt towardsthem. He had in his hand a schedule spe- 
cifying the names of landlords who had set lands in the im- 
mediate neighbourhood of the Baldoyle estate, and from it it 
appeared that the rents charged to the Corporation tenants 
were very much above those charged by private landed pro- 
rietors. (Hear, hear.) 

e-laws to set its property at public auction to the highest 
bidder, and this system had the effect of forcing their 
tenants to give an exorbitant price for their holdings. 
It was also made a sine qua non to those tenants getting their 
leases that they should pay a year’s rent in advance, and 
while the Earl of Howth, Sir Crompton Domville, and other 
proprietors set their lands on an average of £2 16s, 10d. per 
acre, the Corporation charged £5 5s. The total reduction 
recommended by the committee amounted to £214—to take 
effect from the 78th March, 1859. 

Mr. Gavacan seconded the cos” as of the report. The

Mr. Maunsell warned the Council against making this 
abatement. The people should be aware that, in doing so, 
the Council were giving away £5,000 of the pablic money.

Tagart for opposing the reduction proposed by the commit- 
tee was, that these tenants bid for the lands the price at 
whieh they now heid them, and that if parties were to offer 
them a given sum of money to allow them to stand in their 
shdes, they would not accept it, but prefer to remain as they 
were under high rents, rather than give up their holdings. 
He quite concurred with Mr. Tagart as to the fact, but he 
quite disagreed from him as regarded the conclusion 
which he drew from that fact. What was reall 
the condition of Irish tenants in occupation af a farm? It 
was their life ; and when Mr. Tagart told them that these 
Irish tenants, having wives and children depending on them, 
were not pr , even for a sum of money, to give up that 
which was their life, and the lives of their children and wives, 
he quite concurred with him, but he (Dr. Gray) did not 
think this was a position which a Corporation of honest 

en, acting on behalf of honest citizens, should take the 
advantage of, and try to screw the very life out of them. 
(Hear, hear.) The late Lord Mayor, while repudiating 
the “sweeping” reductions proposed by the committee 
adinitted the fact, that some of the tenants were over-rented. 
When, however, they came to analyse these proposed reduc- 
tions, and compare them with the rents which they paid under 
middlemen—a character notorious in Ireland for exaction— 
they found that they were asked to pay under the system pro- 
posed by the committee, in the aggregate, £200 a year more 
than they paid when under middlemen. (Hear, hear.) He 
would ask were they, as the owners of property, to put them- 
selves in (a position not only worse then that eccupied by 
middlemen, but in the positien of exacting double the sum 
that was now |proposed to be accepted. (Hear. hear.) 
Che Baldoyle estate was set at somcthing like 25 per cent. 
over Griffith's valuation of property in the neighbourhood, 
and the propusition of the committee was to set beynnd 100 
per cent. in excess of Griffiths valuation, and 75 per cent in 
eXcess of the rent charged by other proprietors 
in the vicinity. (Hear, hear.) This committee was com- 
posed of 12 gentiemen, from all sides of the house, and only 
two of them opposed the proposition—one of them upon the 
paar that they should :be bloodsuckers, and the other, 
more fairly, that the reduction was a little in excess. He 

was of opinion that this reduction should be made, and that 
the Council should come to tbe conclusion that these 10 men 
had cometo a sound conclusion. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Whelan spoke in favour of the motion. 

§ |{Mr. Dowling objected tothe motion, on the ground that 
the Council generally had not been afforded proper means 
of acquiring information on the subject. 

Mr. Josephs supported the motion, believing that the rents 
were too high.

An old man named Martin, who keeps an old paper store 
in Winetavern-street, was brought up in custody of Acting-

the Courts of Chancery, Exchequer, Common Pleas, and 
Queen’s Bench. 

Mr. Charles Barry, Q.C., instructed by Mr. Anderson, 
Crown Solicitor, prosecuted for the Crown. @The prisoner 
was undefended. 

lt appeared that a short time ago an important document, 
which was wanted, was found to" be missing; and a further 
search being instituted, large quantities were found to have 
been stolen from the offices of the other courts ; some of them 
bearing so late a date as 1859. Intelligence was at once given 
to the police, who commenced a general search of the old 
paper stores. Amongst others, the shop of the prisoner 
was visited, by Sergeant Smith, who found there, on ex- 
amination, a vast quantity of the missing papers. He ques- 
tioned Martin as to how he became possessed of them. He 
appeared to treat the matter very lightly, saying they were 
bought from a man or woman, he did not know or care 
which. Some of the documents belouging to each court were 
identified by the assistants of the respective record offices, 
and Mr. Barry applied to have the informations taken in the 
fullest manner, and to have the prisoner sent for trial for 
possessing them, knowing them to be stolen. 

The prisoner, in answer to a question from the mogistrates 
said he could not read or write, and he did not know what 
the papers were—his wife bought them. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Barry it was arranged that the 
prisoner should find substantial bail to appear when called on, 
the magistrates taking time to consider whether they should 
deal with the case summarily or not. 

Charles Ashley was brought up on remand, in the custody 
ef Acting-Inspectors Cavanagh and M‘Dermott, charged with 
stealing a watch, the property of Mr. Carter, of Malahide.

| POLITICAL RUMOURS. 
A Paris letter, in the Nord of Brussels, says :-— 

is Despatches have been received from Lord Cowley 
which announce that the recent Ministerial modifica- 
tion has very materially facilitated the relations between 
the two Cabinets, and removed the mistrust which ex- 
isted inthe public mind. ‘The plans of arrangement for 
Central Italy proposed by the Emperor were at first 
sight favourably received by Lord Palmerston and Lord 
John Russell, and there is every reason to believe that 
acomplete understanding will be come to bet ween the 
two Governments. The retirement of Count Walewski, 
and the propositions carried over by Lord Cowley, se- 
cure a majority of the Ministry for the opening of Par- 
liament. Lord Ko left under the impression that 
the Congress was considered in the French official world 
as greatly compromised,and rendered almost impossible 
in presence of the difficulties which had arisen between 
France and the Courts of Rome and Vienna. The pro- 
bability that the French troops will very soon evacuate 
Rome becomes every day stronger; the note of the 
30th ult., published in the official journal of the Pope, 
will not, it is said, be without influence in bringing 
about the realisation of this measure, which is said to 
be desired by the Roman Government itself. The army 
of occupation at Rome would go and reinforce that in 
Central Italy.”
